Opportunities for British Exporters in Norway’s Expanding 
Market :

O COUNTRY OUTSIDE THE COMMONWEALTH imports more 
IN from the United Kingdom per head of population than Norway, 

though Denmark runs her close. In 1959 she imported a total 
of £63 millions from us (in 1958 £72} million), making her the 
third best of our customers now in the European Free Trade Associa- 
tion, in spite of being the smallest by population (34 millions); thus 
every Norwegian buys some £20 worth of British goods every year. 
We, for our part, are Norway’s best customer, taking £59 millions 
worth of her goods in 1959 or 20 per cent. of her total exports. Norway 
is a market well worth cultivating on commercial grounds alone — 
quite apart from the goodwill we enjoy in Norway based on centuries 
of close relations culminating in our wartime comradeship — and it is 
the purpose of this article to examine the implications of the EFTA 
Convention for Anglo-Norwegian trade. 


Even more than the United Kingdom, Norway depends for her 
livelihood on foreign trade. With a third of her area lying north of the 
Arctic Circle and much of the remainder consisting of barren upland 
above the tree-line, Norway’s agriculture, though it still employs 
nearly a fifth of the population, cannot hope to feed the country. 
She has little coal (what there is is in Spitzbergen) and no oil. And so 
her imports per head of population (£134 per annum) are nearly 
twice the figure for the United Kingdom, and added up to £470 
millions in 1959. Again, the standard of living is comparable with our 
own, in spite of even higher taxation. 

Another point of similarity is the importance of Norway’s shipping 
services to the balance of payments. Net freight earnings amount to a 
third of her foreign currency income. The Norwegian merchant 
fleet totals nearly 11 million gross tons, is the fourth largest in the 
world and is steadily growing. In a time like the present, of depression 
in the ocean freight market, this high degree of reliance on shipping 
earnings might appear a source of weakness in the economy. But 
rising exports (9 per cent. more in 1959 than in 1958), expanding 
industrial production, and buoyant retail sales, combined with the 
modernity of the merchant fleet (average age only 5 years), the well- 
known resilience and business acumen of Norwegian shipowners, 
and the fact that not only total tonnage under the Norwegian flag but

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also the total of active tonnage are steadily increasing, justify an opti- 
mistic assessment of the future of Norwegian business life as a whole. 


It is convenient here to consider what was in the past one of our 
principal exports to Norway — ships. Norway’s own shipyards, 
though steadily expanding (launchings in 1959 were 300,000 g.r.t.) are 
sufficient for only about 20 per cent. of the country’s annual require- 
ments of new tonnage, and the remainder has to be built abroad. 
The following table tells a sorry tale of Britain’s losses to her com- 
petitors:

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livery dates going back six or seven years. Statistics do appear to 
show that United Kingdom ships are more expensive, ton for ton, 
than those built by German, Swedish and Dutch yards. One hears also 
of delays in delivery, lack of flexibility in agreeing to unorthodox 
design requirements, difficulties due to labour troubles in British 
yards (demarcation disputes, etc.). All that is possible here is to 
record the facts available and to express the hope that enough orders 
have been placed with British yards recently to reverse the downward 
trend. The three ships ordered in the United Kingdom towards the 
end of 1959 are a good beginning. No help can be expected from the 
EFTA Convention, since ocean-going ships are duty-free. 

An important point in this connection is that a ship contains a 
multiplicity of other goods from engines, electrical equipment, deck 
machinery and davits down to furnishings, plastic wall facings, etc. 
When an order for a ship is lost, an important and probably expanding 
outlet for these other commodities is also missed. 


Leaving out of account this special item of ships, the United 
Kingdom and West Germany compete for position as Norway’s 
most important supplier. From 1945 to 1957 we headed the list:

The gradual abolition of import duties under the EFTA Convention 
should, by lowering prices to the Norwegian consumer, result in a 
small but*steady increase in the volume of our trade with Norway. 
But a question of more immediate interest to United Kingdom 
exporters is: will it, in the absence of an early accommodation between 
the Six and the Seven, so improve our relative competitive position 
as to enable us to regain first place in Norway’s import trade? 


This is not easy to answer. The outcome of the discussions between 
the two trading groups throughout the summer and of the GATT 
negotiations on a world-wide basis due to begin in September is 
uncertain. The great variety of our exports to Norway, as illustrated 
by the following table, also makes the crystal ball rather dazzling:

Exports of Machinery 


In the ‘machinery’ group the largest item in our exports, agricul- 
tural tractors, is duty free. For other important items, such as steam 
turbines and parts, diesel engines (duty 10 per cent.) and self-propelled 
excavating machines (duty 15 per cent.,) we meet with competition 
from Denmark and Sweden as well as from Western Germany, the 
United States and other countries outside the EFTA; so the pattern 
of Norway’s imports is unlikely to be greatly modified. The many 
other types of machines in this category pay duty at 10 per cent. or 
20 per cent., and some of them (sewing machines) are duty-free, while 
any machines of a type not made in Norway have been temporarily 
exempt from duty since the beginning of 1960. It is therefore impos- 
sible to forecast with any reliability the effect of the EFTA tariff 
reductions on our exports to Norway in this category as a whole. 

Our exports of iron and steel to Norway consist largely of sheets, 
plates and sections which are free of duty. So this category will not be 
much affected. 

The duty on motor vehicles, which make up the bulk of the 
‘vehicles’ category in the above table, is not being reduced under the 
EFTA Convention since Norway has no motor industry and Customs 
duty is thus regarded not as a protective duty but as a revenue- 
raising tax. Thus the British motor industry will not enjoy in Norway 
the competitive advantage over those of Germany, Italy, France and 
the United States, which it has in other countries of the ‘Seven’. 


Reduction of Duty on Textiles 


It is probably in the field of textiles that we stand to gain most 
from the reduction of duties under the EFTA Convention, because 
import duties are relatively high and our main competitors are to be 
found among the ‘Six’. Woollen and worsted fabrics are a case in 
point. In 1958 Norway imported from the United Kingdom a total of 
£732,000 worth, against imports of £252,000 from Western Germany 
and £218,000 from Italy. Import duty varies from 18 per cent. to 
25 per cent. ad valorem, with minimum duties of kr.10 per kilo for 
fabrics of wool and artificial fibres and kr.3-:10 per kilo for pure wool. 
We may thus expect an increasing share of this trade in future, 
reversing a trend away from the United Kingdom which has been 
noticeable in recent years, largely on grounds of design. Wool and 
cotton yarns are also not unimportant items in our textile exports to 
Norway; they pay duty of 8 per cent. and 5 per cent. respectively. 

This trend seems to be expected in the Norwegian textile trade, 
judging by the number of inquiries received in recent months in the 
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Commercial Department of H.M. Embassy, Oslo, for agencies of 
United Kingdom textile manufacturers. Some inquirers have ex- 
plained that they wish to switch from Continental European sources of 
supply to the United Kingdom. Unfortunately, it is difficult to satisfy 
the demand, possibly because most United Kingdom exporters are 
already represented. But any United Kingdom firms wishing to enter 
this market,which in spite of a well-developed and expanding domestic 
textile industry shows no sign of reducing its demand for imported 
piece-goods, would be well advised to communicate with the Embassy. 


In some other fields too — piston rings and cylinder liners for 
I.C. engines come to mind — there is evidence of an expectation on the 
part of importers that it will pay them to switch their purchases from 
countries in the Common Market to members of the EFTA. 


Reduction of Quota Restrictions 


July 1, 1960, was noteworthy in Norway, not only for the 20 per 
cent. cut in import duties under Article 3 of the EFTA Convention, 
but also for a far-reaching reduction of quantitative restrictions. The 
list of goods subject to import licence numbered 750 items at the 
beginning of the year, though for many goods licences have been 
freely issued. On July 1, however, 400 items were removed, raising the 
percentage of liberalization according to OEEC methods of com- 
putation from 81-7 per cent. of 1948 trade to 84-2 per cent. The single 
item of tankers accounts for 13-5 per cent. in the remaining 15-8 per 
cent. Among the goods which may now be imported without resiric- 
tion are included various chemicals, printing inks, plastic raw materials, 
and manufactured plastic articles, manufactures of rubber and glass, 
carpets, fabricated steel structures, motor-cycle motors, motor- 
mowers, refrigeration campressors, machinery for the food-processing, 
oils and fats, paint and varnish and rubber industries, gramophones, 
and sports goods other than fishing tackle. It is hoped shortly to 
publish in the Board of Trade Fournal a negative list of goods still 
subject to import licensing control. Furthermore, there will be free 
imports of motor-cars from October 1 next. For the goods which 
remain subject to import licence enlarged quotas have been established 
under Article 10 of the EFTA Convention. These sweeping measures 
of trade liberalization are not confined to imports from members of 
EFTA, but apply to all countries other than Israel, Japan, China, 
Formosa, North and South Korea, North Vietnam, and the Soviet 
bloc. Coupled with the reduction in import duties they should make 
possible a significant increase in United Kingdom exports to Norway, 
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For some commodities special arrangements are in force. Firstly, 
Norway, like the other Scandinavian countries, enforces strict safety 
regulations for electrical material and appliances for use in the home, 
and samples of new goods to be introduced into the market must be 
tested to ensure compliance with the so-called NEMKO specifica- 
tions. Secondly, there are State monopolies for the import of pharma- 
ceutical products and alcoholic beverages, and it is essential for would- 
be exporters of these articles to have agents in Norway; in the former 
case they must see to the registration of products before the monopoly 
(The Norsk Medisinaldepot) will purchase, and in the latter case the 
Wine Monopoly, whose current price-list is very comprehensive and 
includes, for instance, over fifty brands of Scotch whisky alone, will 
only buy through local agents. 

Thirdly, mention should be made of the strict regulations on the 
purity of manufactured foodstuffs, which have caused difficulties for 
some British manufacturers wishing to export to Norway. Details of 


these are available from the Export Services Branch of the Board of 
Trade. 


Growing Interest in EFTA 


The above is an attempt at indicating some opportunities for 
increased exports to Norway which may be expected to flow from the 
operation of the EFTA Convention. A brief account follows of the 
attitude of Norwegian business circles towards the Free Trade Associa- 
tion, and of some other forms of co-operation between the United 
Kingdom and Norway which may develop within its framework. 

There is in Norway a growing interest — perhaps more widespread 
than in the United Kingdom — in the EFTA idea. At first this interest 
was not unmixed with apprehension, for Norwegian industry is on a 
small scale by British standards, and feared that it could not survive the 
increasing competition of the much larger scale industries of Sweden 
and the United Kingdom. But, thanks to the intensive dissemination 
of information by the Government and the industrial associations, 
Norwegian business men are responding positively to the challenge. 


First and foremost, Norwegian industry and trade have become 
markedly export-minded, and are showing keen interest, particularly 


in the United Kingdom market; the fact that Norway’s total exports 
in the first quarter of 1960 were 15 per cent. greater than a year earlier 
may well be due in part to this export drive. Secondly, measures of 
concentration have been taken in several industries — notably textiles, 
furniture, diesel engines and ships’ deck machinery — ranging from 


outright tions to the setting up of joint production research 
and market survey organizations, with the object of helping Norwegian 
firms, through streamlining of production and greater specialization, 
to meet stronger competition on the home market and to strengthen 
their competitive position abroad. Thirdly, much thought is being 
given to ways and means of consolidating the EFTA by developing it 
into something more than an area in which trade in finished products 
will flow more freely, as a result of the abolition of customs and quota 
barriers. Norwegian industry is convinced that it must concentrate 
and specialize in order to live in the climate of fiercer competition 
which the EFTA will bring; and some sections of it are paying 
increasing attention to the possibilities of industrial co-operation 
between Norway and the other EFTA countries - in the first place, 
Sweden and the United Kingdom. 


There are numerous small and medium-sized Norwegian factories 
making various articles — locks, builders’ hardware, lamps and electric 
light fittings —- for the Norwegian market, who fear that they may 
suffer severely, when the protection of import duties ceases. They are 
therefore looking for foreign specialities which they can manufacture 
under licence. The Federation of Steel and Metal Working Engineer- 
ing Shops, grouping these small and medium-sized concerns, some 
time ago asked H.M. Embassy in Oslo for help in contacting British 
firms which might contemplate extending their activities to Norway 
in this manner. Again, some Norwegian firms are looking into the 
possibility of arranging for the manufacture of specialities in the 
United Kingdom, either in new factories to be set up there or in 
existing works making similar goods. 

With a view to studying the possibilities of industrial co-operation 
in all its forms the Export Council of Norway — the semi-official body, 
financed by a levy on exports, which is entrusted by the Norwegian 
Government with the task of export promotion — has attached to its 
London office a Norwegian engineer on a six months’ assignment. 
Any United Kingdom firms interested in the possibilities of industrial 
co-operation with Norway would be well advised to consult this

official at the Norwegian Export Centre, 20 Pall Mall, London, S.W.1. 


It is outside the scope of this article to consider whether industrial 
co-operation of this kind is likely to commend itself as much to 
British as to Norwegian industry. Some thought might perhaps be 
given to the possibility of having components made in Norway, as the 
Swedish Volvo motor factory does. Some German shipyards build 
Norwegian stern-frames, rudders, etc. - a Norwegian speciality — into 
their ships, and this is said to have been instrumental in getting 
orders. In favour of manufacturing in Norway mention might be made 
of the facts, well publicized by Mr. Trygve Lie in his Government- 
sponsored mission to attract investment capital to Norway, of the 
cheapness of electric power and the high technical standards observed 
in factories, and also of the existence of three highly developed and 
expertly staffed industrial research institutes in Norway, much of 
whose activity consists in the carrying out of research projects spon- 
sored by industrial firms and associations. 


The picture of Norway as the European Free Trade Association 
comes into being is thus of a market small, judged by population 
figures, but already large by its importing capacity and certain to 
expand still further as tariffs and quantitative restrictions are dis- 
mantled; predisposed by sentiment and past experience in favour of 
things British, and supplied by importers and industrialists who are 
keen to develop co-operation of all kinds within the framework of the 
EFTA. It is now for British exporters to exploit the opportunities 
opening up. 

This article may have helped to indicate some of the possibilities, 
and the services of the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade 
and of the Commercial Department of H.M. Embassy in Oslo who are 
the disposal of exporters for more detailed inquiries. But it cannot be 
too strongly emphasized that the only really effective way to investigate 
and develop the Norwegian market is for the exporter to visit it 
himself, and to be prepared to spend some time in thorough inquiries 
and in renewing old contacts and making new ones. The beauty of 
Norway has to be seen to be believed, and can form a delightful 
background to a business trip. Communications are quick and plea- 
sant — 44 hours from the centre of London to the centre of Oslo by air, 
and 34 hours from Newcastle to Oslo by boat, in the relaxed atmosphere 
and comfort of an ocean cruise. British business men can be assured 
of a warm and very hospitable welcome from their colleagues in 
Norway, who are quick to respond to the courtesy of a personal visit; 
and returning the compliment by an invitation to visit the exporter’s 
factory in the United Kingdom will often make doubly sure the 
establishment of a lasting and profitable business friendship.

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Visit of Argentine President 


DuRING his visit to the United Kingdom from July 4 to July 7, 
President Frondizi of Argentina had conversations with the Prime 
Minister on two occasions, on one of which he was accompanied by 
Dr. Taboada, the Foreign Minister of the Argentine. The Prime 
Minister and President Frondizi discussed many aspects of the inter- 
national situation and agreed that the United Kingdom and Argentina 
had a common interest in the preservation of peace, democracy and 
justice, and in the promotion of economic progress. 


It was recognized that Argentina had already made great progress 
towards the recovery of her economic prosperity. The Argentine 
President emphasized that, in order to complete her development 
programmes, Argentina needed medium and long-term credits and 
investments from overseas to supplement her own efforts to promote 
her economic expansion. The Prime Minister referred to the assistance 
already extended by H.M. Government and by private financial 
groups to Argentina, and explained to the President that, in consider- 
ing the extent of further assistance of this kind, account had to be 
taken of the United Kingdom’s commitments in the Commonwealth. 


The President and the Prime Minister agreed on the desirability 
of improving economic co-operation between the industrialized 
nations of the Western World and Latin America. The Prime Minister 
assured the President that the policies of EFTA would not hamper 
the development of economic co-operation between Latin America 
and Western Europe. The President said that the Latin American 
Free Trade Zone would serve to promote closer economic relations 
between the two areas. 


The question was discussed how Anglo-Argentine trade could be 
further expanded and British enterprise encouraged to play a greater 
part in the development of Argentina’s industries and natural re- 
sources. 


The President and the Prime Minister observed with satisfaction 
the excellent relations between Argentina and the United Kingdom, 
and agreed that these could be further intensified by ever closer 
contacts of all kinds. 


Parliamentary Secretary Sees Deputation from Burry 
Port and Kidwelly 


MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of 
Trade, received a deputation on Monday from Burry Port Urban 
District Council and Kidwelly Municipal Borough Council. 


The Deputation drew the Parliamentary Secretary’s attention to the 
need for further industrial development in the Kidwelly and Burry 
Port areas. The Parliamentary Secretary said that he sympathized 
with their desire for new industry, but that there was a considerable 
number of jobs in prospect within travel-to-work distance of the area. 
Any applications for further development would be considered on their 
merits in the light of the employment situation then prevailing. 


Speedier Telephone Service with Austria and Sweden 


IT 1s announced by the General Post Office that telephone calls 
between the United Kingdom and Austria and Sweden will in future 
be connected more speedily by Continental terminal operators 
because some of the telephone circuits between London and Vienna 
have been altered to automatic working. 


Apparatus has been installed at Continental Telephone Exchange, 
London, which permits operators to connect telephone subscribers 
to certain countries in Europe without the intervention of a distant 
operator. Similarly, operators in those countries can call directly 
subscribers on many automatic exchanges in the United Kingdom. 
Should assistance be needed because of a language difficulty between 
the controlling operator and the called subscriber it is possible for an 
operator in the distant country to be brought in to help. 


This development has been working for some months between the 
United Kingdom and Belgium, Denmark, Germany, the Netherlands 
and Switzerland. By the end of 1960 it is expected that this facility 
will also be working with Italy and from France (incuming to the 
United Kingdom only for a time). 


Over 40 per cent. of the calls connected via London to the Con- 


tinent of Europe are now handled by this automatic means which 
enables the quicker connection of calls to be achieved. 
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Royal Society Tercentenary Celebrations 


FELLOWS AND FOREIGN members of the Royal Society will meet in 
London on Monday next for the tercentenary celebrations of the 
Society which are to be held during the ensuing eight days until 
July 26. Foreign members and other distinguished men of science 
from some 50 countries together with a strong representation from the 
Commonwealth will join United Kingdom members in the principal 
ceremony at the Royal Albert Hall, London, on Tuesday, when the 
tercentenary address will be given by Sir Cyril Hinshelwood, President 
of the Royal Society. 

During the celebration, delegates, in addition to visiting places 
with associations with the Society - Gresham College, near the 
Guildhall, Crane Court, off Fleet Street, and Somerset House — 
attending honorary degree ceremonies at Oxford, Cambridge, and 
London Universities, will hear lectures given by ten of the Society’s 
Fellows on some of the major British contributions of present day 
achievements in science. 


Among the lectures which have an association with industry, and 
through industry, trade, will be “Trends in Aeronautical Science and 
Engineering’ given by Sir Arnold Hall; “The Evolution of Nuclear 
Power Plant Design’ by Sir Christopher Hinton; ‘Molecules in 
Crystals’ by Dr. Dorothy Hodgkin; “The Investigation of the Uni- 
verse by Astronomy’ by Professor A. C. B. Lovell; “The Study of 
Nuclear Interactions at Very Great Energies’ by Prof. C. F. Powell; 
and ‘New Horizons in Organic Chemistry’ by Sir Alexander Todd. 

The celebration programme will also include visits to the 
National Institute for Research in Nuclear Science; the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment, the Atomic Energy Research Establishment; the Radio 
Research Station and Road Research Laboratory (Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research) are among the national research 
institutions to be visited. 

The Associated Electrical Industries Ltd., Research Laboratory at 
Aldermaston, the British Petroleum Research Centre, the General 
Electric Co. Research Laboratories, the Glaxo Research Laboratories, 
Imperial Chemical Industries, Ltd. (Plastics Division), the Wellcome 
Research Laboratories and several research association laboratories 
provide a quota of industrial research visits. 

The Shell International Petroleum Company is making a special 
film for the occasion which will be shown at the Royal Festival Hall 
in a programme which will also include reference to the value of the 
film as a tool in scientific research. 


The celebrations will conclude with the tercentenary banquet on July 
26 when the toast of “The Royal Society’ will be proposed by Mr. 
Harold Macmillan, the Prime Minister. 


Holiday Arrangements in Industry 


AxsoutT 3,000 firms in the manufacturing industries in Great Britain, 
each employing more than 100 workers, will be asked by the Ministry 
of Labour in the next few days for details of their summer holiday 
arrangements, as part of the Government’s inquiry into the extension 
of the holiday season. 

A questionnaire was sent to each of them on July 8, requesting 
information on this subject before the end of this month to enable the 
views of industry to be submitted to the inter-departmental com- 
mittee set up by the Government earlier this year, after a debate in the 
House of Commons, to advise on this problem. 


Details are asked about the arrangements for both works’ employees 
and clerical, technical and administration staff. Those firms which 
close completely in July or August are asked whether they would 
experience difficulty in closing down at some other time in future, and 
if so, for what reason (e.g. local custom, fitting in with August Bank 
Holiday, business requirements, school holidays, or an agreement with 
the trade unions). Where school holidays are the difficulty, firms are 
asked whether they would consider moving their works holidays if 
school holiday dates are altered.

The Board of Trade provide answers from information which they 
have already on record to most of the questions and problems which 
beset any exporter. But should the information needed not be avail- 
able immediately it can be obtained quickly from one or more of over 
200 Foreign Service Commercial Officers at our Embassies and 
Consulates in most foreign countries or from our Trade Commis- 
sioners in Commonwealth countries. (See Board of Trade Fournal, 
April 15, for complete list). 


E.S.B. SERVICES 


Export Service Bulletin 


Overseas officers seek out and report back every opportunity that 
may exist in the country in which they are stationed for selling 
British goods. Thus besides collecting information to satisfy in- 
dividual inquirers, the overseas officers provide in their reports news 
about commercial and financial matters affecting the local demand for 
United Kingdom goods, inquiries from would-be buyers of particular 
kinds of goods, and other data of interest to manufacturers. This 
information is published in the Export Service Bulletin which is 
supplied at a cost of £10 10s. Od. per year. Subscription forms can 
be obtained from Export Services Branch or Regional Offices. 


Importers 


E.S.B. also maintains lists of importers of various products in 
most countries so that, for instance, a manufacturer of cutlery may 
have on request a list of known importers of cutlery in South Africa. 
There are also directories of the world’s largest cities and a collection 
of overseas trade journals and catalogues which may be consulted at 
Export Services Branch. 


Outlets 


The branch keeps records about the standing, activities and in- 
fluence of many overseas firms, and will make inquiries about any 
particular firm on request. These are not credit reports (for which you 
must go to banks and other agencies) but they are useful in deciding 
the suitability of the overseas trader as a sales outlet. 


Ag ents 

Probably the best way for an exporter to choose and appoint an 
agent is to do it on the spot himself. This, of course, may not be 
possible and potential exporters often want help in finding the best 
agents in places abroad. The branch therefore is ready to ask overseas 
officers to find, by local inquiry, the most suitable agents interested in 
representing any United Kingdom manufacturer, whether he chooses 
to go abroad himself or not. Details of the most promising contacts 
will be sent to him and he can negotiate with the one he prefers. 
The branch can normally give advice about the most usual agency 
arrangements but in any case the local officer can be asked to make 
recommendations where the terms offered may not be the appro- 
priate ones in his territory for the particular commodity. 


In quiries 

Even if the exporter does intend to go abroad to seek his agent he 
may find it saves time to let the branch make some preliminary 
inquiries. A description of the product, with catalogues and perhaps 
samples, particulars of price, discount, delivery, territory to be covered, 
type of agent, and proposed terms should be supplied, together with 
an indication of any previous experience of the territory and of any 
previous representation there. 


Samples 
Information about the special requirements of overseas markets 


can in some cases be illustrated by the overseas officers with specimens 
of goods manufactured abroad. 


Tariffs 


The branch has up-to-date information about Commonwealth and 
foreign tariffs and import controls. Answers can be given to questions 
about quotas, consular invoices and fees, certificates of origin, marking 
and packing of export goods, pure food and drug regulations, trade and 
merchandise marks, taxation of commercial travellers and their 
samples, and sales taxation. 


Travelling 


If informed sufficiently in advance, E.S.B. can advise overseas 
posts of the impending visits of United Kingdom exporters. The 
overseas officer, who knows the local business community well, will 
prepare the ground as far as possible. He can arrange introductions to 
individuals, or selected groups. He can often secure local publicity if 
desired. ‘Hints to Business Men’ booklets are available from E.S.B. 
in London for most countries. On request, Export Services Branch 
will issue, where necessary, letters to Foreign Consulates in the 
United Kingdom supporting applications for visas. 


E.C.G.D. SERVICES 
Insurance 


The Export Credits Guarantee Department — not a part of the 
Board of Trade, though responsible to the same Ministers — provide 
credit insurance for United Kingdom exporters and merchants 
against the major financial risks incurred in overseas trading. 
The risks covered include the insolvency or protracted default of the 
overseas buyer; Governmental action which prevents or delays the 
transfer of payments in sterling to the exporter; the imposition of 
new import licensing restrictions in the buyer’s country or the can- 
cellation of a valid import licence; war between the buyer’s country 
and the United Kingdom; cancellation or non-renewal of a United 
Kingdom export licence; civil war, etc., in the buyer’s country; or 
‘any other cause of loss occurring outside the United Kingdom and 
not within the control of the exporter or the buyer’. 


Comprehensive Guarantees apply for a period of twelve months or 
three years to the whole of an exporter’s overseas business sold on 
credit terms of up to six months or, for certain engineering goods, up 
to five years. Specific Guarantees cover individual contracts for manu- 
facturers who supply plant and machinery on which the terms of 
payment may extend to five years from date of shipment. Dollar 
Market Guarantees are intended for exporters who wish to break into 
the dollar markets of North and Latin America; they cover losses 
incurred if market surveys, advertising or sales promotion campaigns, 
etc., do not result in an agreed amount of new business in the markets 
within a few years. In addition, there are guarantees to cover other 
aspects of overseas trading which bring financial benefit to the United 
Kingdom

OTHER SERVICES 

Trade Fairs 

The Board of Trade keep details of all the important trade fairs and 
exhibitions to be held abroad, and can advise about where goods can 
best be shown, and about such matters as the costs and conditions 
of exhibiting and about import regulations affecting samples for exhibi- 
tion. At the larger and more important trade fairs the Board of Trade 
support British exhibitors by organizing a central United Kingdom 
feature and a bureau to deal with trade inquiries. In addition steps

Publicity 


The Export Publicity and Fairs Branch of the Board of Trade, 
working closely with the Central Office of Information and the ‘over- 
seas’ departments, is often able to get editorial publicity for United 
Kingdom manufacturers in newspapers and magazines abroad, and to 
arrange useful showings of trade promotion films. They can usually 
get local publicity for the British businessman on a visit abroad. 
All that is needed in the first instance is a brief intimation of any news 
in the product or the selling operation. 


Statistics 


A branch of the Board of Trade Library, housed in Statistics 
Division, Lacon House, includes important publications on trade and 
other economic statistics of the Commonwealth, foreign countries 
and international agencies which are available to exporters for con- 
sultation. Statistics Division also undertakes some extraction of trade 
figures (for countries other than the United Kingdom) and other 
economic data; United Kingdom trade figures in greater detail than 
those published in the monthly Trade and Navigation Account may 
be obtained from the Controller, Statistical Office, H.M. Customs and 
Excise, 23-27 Brook Street, Holborn, E.C.1.

£t million U.S. Contract for Leaf Springs 


A contract to supply 4,000 leaf springs a week to the Ford Motor 
Company, of Detroit, has been obtained by Toledo Woodhead 
Springs Ltd., of Darlington and Sheffield. The order is worth more 
than £500,000 over a two-year period, but it is understood that after 
the first three months there will be an opportunity to double the 
size of the order. It is believed to be the first time that a British com- 
pany has secured a major long-term contract of this kind in the 
American motor car industry. 

The order was obtained in the fac: of keen competition from Ger- 
many, France and other Continental countries. It is said to represent 
an important departure in the policy of the Ford Motor Company in 
going outside the United States in an effort to iind components of 
comparable quality at a lower cost. The first shipment of springs 
will leave this country by the middle of September. 


Gas Turbine Alternator Sets for Iraq 


Ruston & Hornsby Ltd., of Lincoln, have announced an order 
valued at £300,000, received from the Iraq Petroleum Company, for 
six “T.A’ gas turbine alternator sets for operation on the pipeline 
from Kirkuk to Tripoli and Banias. These turbines will be remotely 
controlled and run unattended. This makes a total of 24 Ruston 
*T.A’ gas turbines in service or on order for the Iraq Petroleum 
Company and its subsidiaries. 


Computers for Sweden and Tasmania 


Twelve orders, of which three are overseas, worth more than 
£1,000,000 have been received by International Computers and 
Tabulators Ltd. for their new business computer, the I.C.T. Type 
1301 Data Processing System. Two are from Sweden—a Stockholm 
bank and the A.B. Electroskandia, Stockholm—and the other is to be 
supplied to Cadbury-Fry-Pascall (Pty.) Ltd., of Hobart, Tasmania. 

The 1301, which was announced only in May, is a fully transistorized 
magnetic-tape computer specially designed for business applications 
and is suitable for both large and small undertakings. It can be 
expanded on site as required by the growth of the business it serves. 


Farm Machinery for Yugoslavia 


Further orders for British made tractors and farm implements 
worth £3} million have been placed with Massey-Ferguson by 
Industria Traktora I Masina, one of Yugoslavia’s main importing 
and manufacturing organizations. The terms of the contract call for 
5,900 tractors, to be delivered by the end of December, and for 
implements to the value of £600,000. The current order brings the 
group’s volume of trade with Yugoslavia to more than £18,000,000 
since 1955. An order has also recently been received for close on 
1,000 tractors for Brazil. 


Trucks for Spain 


Leyland Motors Ltd., have announced that Spanish transport 
operators will shortly be taking delivery of over £325,000 worth of the 
largest truck chassis produced by Leyland Motors. The orders call 
for 31 Leyland Buffalo 25-ton haulage chassis powered by 230 h.p. 
Leyland diesel engines, 36 Leyland Super Hippo 21-ton haulage 
chassis, and four Leyland Super Beaver 15-ton haulage chassis. All 
the chassis will be equipped with power steering equipment. 


Sprayers for Pakistan 


Micron Sprayers Ltd., of Birmingham, a member of the Birfield 
Group of Companies, have received an order from the Pakistan 
Government worth £37,500 for their concentrate spraying machines. 
Included in the order are five hundred shoulder-mounted Micron- 
ettes, ten Micron Megs and nine sets of Micronair equipment. All 
the machines will incorporate Micron rotary atomizers which produce 
extremely fine, uniform spray droplets most suitable for concentrate 
spraying. The concentrate spraying of crops is now being widely 
accepted both in the United Kingdom and overseas, and more growers 
in all parts of the world are said to be turning over to this system of 


spraying. 
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A large clarifier used in the extraction of uranium oxide from residual 
slimes, installed in the uranium plant of the Western Reefs mine in South 
Africa. The filter frames, made by Durapipe & Fittings Ltd., 
London, comprise mainly 14 in. thermoplastic durapipe with tees, 
elbows and socket unions resistant to corrosion and scale. 


Tippers for Malaya 


The Public Works Department of Malaya have placed a substantial 
contract with Albion Motors Ltd., of Glasgow, for a fleet of 70 
Albion Chieftain CH3AT tipper chassis. Valued at over £120,000, 
the contract calls for the Leyland diesel-engined Chieftains to be 
fitted with Edbro B. & E. three-way tipping gear. 


British Motor Cycles for Ghana 


The Triumph Engineering Co. Ltd., of Coventry, have received a 
£10,000 order for TRW side-valve 500 c.c. machines — a type specially 
developed by the Triumph company for military use, and now in 
service with several armies throughout the world. The Pakistan Army, 
which has bought more than 1,000 Triumph TRWs during the past 
few years, has placed a new £50,000 order for more machines of the 


same type. 


Decca Airfield Radar for Ceylon 


A contract has been awarded to Decca Radar Ltd., by the Crown 
Agents, for the supply to the Royal Ceylon Airforce of a Decca 424 
Mark II airfield control radar. The radar is to be installed at 
Katunayake, a Royal Ceylon Air Force base, which is also used by 
civil airlines operating scheduled flights. The installation will be 
carried out by Royal Ceylon Air Force personnel who have been 
trained in the United Kingdom by Decca Radar Ltd. 


Avalanche Shed on Trans-Canada Highway 


John Laing & Son (Canada) Ltd., have started work on a one-million 
dollar project for the construction of a 1036 ft. long avalanche shed 
bordering a section of the Trans-Canada Highway, 25 miles east of 
Revelstoke, British Columbia. The shed is one of several of various 
lengths which will be required to maintain an all-weather route 
through a mountainous region in the Rocky Mountains which is 
subject to heavy snowfalls and deep rifts. Rapid completion of the 
project by November 15 this year is imperative to avoid the danger of 
avalanches. The inaccessible location has posed unusual problems of 
organization and supply, and deliveries of materials have been 
carefully scheduled to avoid stockpiling and rehandling on site. 
Consulting engineers for the Government of British Columbia are 
Choukalos, Woodburn, Hooley & McKenzie.

Manufacturing Industry 

The increase of 11 per cent. in manufacturing industry’s capital 
expenditure in the first quarter of 1960 compared with a year earlier 
represents a considerable change from the fourth quarter of 1959 
when expenditure was 3 per cent. lower. This is the first time since the 
third quarter of 1957 — when expenditure rose by 10 per cent. — that

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there has been a substantial increase in total expenditure over a year 
earlier. Expenditure both on plant and machinery and on building 
work contributed about equally in amounts of expenditure to the 
increase although proportionately the increase in expenditure on 
building work (21 per cent.) was greater than that on plant and 
machinery (7 per cent.). During the final quarter of 1959 there had 
been an increase of 4 per cent. in expenditure on building work and a 
fall of 7 per cent. in expenditure on plant and machinery. Expenditure 
on vehicles (a small item) increased by 22 per cent. compared with 
10 per cent. during the previous quarter. The volume of expenditure 
(at 1954 prices) was 12 per cent. higher during the first quarter com- 
pared with a fall of 3 per cent. during the previous quarter. 


Other Industries and Services 


Total capital expenditure by “Other industries and services’ in the 
first quarter of 1960 is now estimated to have been 22 per cent. higher 
than in the first quarter of 1959; the provisional estimate made a month 
ago gave an increase of 27 per cent. Expenditure on plant and machin- 
ery increased by 8 per cent., expenditure on vehicles by 36 per cent., 
and expenditure on new building work by 19 per cent. At constant 
(1954) prices the increase in the total was 27 per cent. higher than the 
first quarter last year.

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Increase in Level of Industry’s Stocks 


REVISED estimates of stocks held by manufacturers and distribu- 
tors showed an increase of £190 million during the first quarter 
of 1960, compared with a provisional estimate of £203 million, 
the largest increases being in manufacturers’ and _ retailers’ 
stocks. Allowing roughly for seasonal factors, the increase in the 
volume of stocks (at 1954 prices) appears to have been about the 


same as that during the fourth quarter of 1959, instead of a larger 
increase, as shown by the provisional estimates.

the value of stocks. It was explained in that article that for a number of 
reasons — for example, uncertainties about the methods of valuation 
adopted by firms in the figures of stocks returned to the inquiries 
and the out-of-date nature of the information as to the commodity 
composition of stocks — the estimates were subject to a very wide 
margin of error. The Board of Trade and the Central Statistical 
Office have recently investigated the problems involved in calculating 
changes in the volume of stocks and have revised the earlier estimates 
from the beginning of 1958. 

Discussions with a number of accountants and a more systematic 
analysis of an earlier sample survey of methods adopted by firms 
confirm that firms’ figures are generally based on, or closely approxi- 
mate to, the ‘first in, first out’ method associated with valuation at 
cost or market value, whichever is the lower. In calculating changes in 
the volume of stocks, therefore, the assumption continues to be made 
that this is the basis of the book-value figures. In a number of other 
major respects, however, significant changes have been made compared 
with the previous calculations. These include, in particular: a more 
detailed and more up-to-date estimation of the commodity composition 
of stocks allied with the use of a far wider range of price index numbers 
for measuring price changes; the incorporation and separate treatment, 
in the estimates for materials and fuel stocks, of independent current 
estimates of the stocks of a number of important basic commodities 
(e.g., raw wool, raw cotton, finished steel); a more adequate method 
of assessing changes in the value of work in progress in certain 
industries whose work in progress accounts for nearly two-thirds of 
the total and nearly a quarter of all stocks held by manufacturing 
industry*.

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While the new estimates, because of the inherent difficulties in this 
field of economic statistics, must still be regarded as being subject to a 
fairly wide margin of error, they are more soundly based and should 
be more reliable than the previous estimates. For this reason the 
estimates of the changes in the volume of stocks at 1954 prices are 
now published in the same amount of detail as the changes in the value 
of stocks. Moreover, as it is the changes in the volume of stocks rather 
than the changes in the book value of stocks that are generally of more 
significance the table showing volume changes will be shown first in 
that section of the article that deals with manufacturers’ stocks and 
comment on stock changes will be primarily on these changes rather 
than on the value changes. 


A table showing the value changes in stocks will continue to be 
published. It must be emphasized, however, that the changes shown 
in this table are based directly on figures returned by firms and con- 
sequently represent changes between the beginning and end of each 
quarter in both the physical quantities of stocks held and the prices at 
which they are valued in firms’ accounts. These changes are conse- 
quently now described as changes in the book value of stocks and are 
not comparable with other economic statistics - for example, con- 
sumers’ expenditure, capital expenditure — described as being at 
current prices. These book-value changes have, however, been re- 
valued also at the average price of the periods to which they relate 
(so that price changes during a quarter are eliminated) and summary 
figures on this basis, described as the physical changes at current

prices, which are comparable with other series at current prices, are 
ieandes at the foot of the table. 

It is now estimated that the volume of manufacturers’ stocks at 
1954 prices increased by £92 million during the first quarter of 
this year compared with £31 million during the previous quarter and a 
fall oF i million during the first quarter of 1959. Allowing for sea- 
sonal factors the increase in the volume of stocks was probably 
somewhat less than that in the previous quarter. More than half of the 
increase in total stocks was accounted for by stocks of finished goods 
which rose by £49 million compared with £26 million in the previous 
quarter and only £8 million a year earlier, although taking account of 

seasonal factors the increase was about the same as in the previous 
quarter. 

Stocks of materials and fuel increased by £30 million compared with 
£10 million in the previous quarter and a fall of £12 million a year 
earlier. In this case, however, allowing for seasonal factors there was a 
substantial increase in the first quarter of this year following little 
change during the two previous quarters. Work in progress increased 
by £13 million following an increase of £10 million in the previous 
quarter and virtually no change a year earlier. Seasonally adjusted 
there was little change compared with large increases during the two 
previous quarters. 

The book value of manufacturers’ stocks rose by £107 million, 
compared with little change a year earlier and about the same increase 
during the previous quarter. Stock appreciation, however, accounted 
for a larger part of the change than in the previous quarter and allowing 
for seasonal factors the increase in the book value of stocks was con- 
siderably less than in the previous quarter, although, as mentioned 
above, the increase in the volume of stocks on this basis was probably 
not a great deal less. 


Wholesalers’ Stocks 

The revised estimates for the first quarter of 1960 show that the 
total value of wholesalers’ stocks rose by £15 million; the provisional 
estimate was a rise of {14 million. The volume of wholesalers’ stocks 
(at 1954 prices) rose by £25 million. The estimates of the volume of 
stocks are not sufficiently reliable to permit a detailed analysis of the 
changes in stocks by kind of business, but there is some indication that 
the volume of stocks of mainly manufactured goods held by Wholesale 
Distributors (Minimum List Heading 810 in the Standard Industrial 
Classification) rose substantially in the first quarter and that this rise 
was partly offset by falls in the volume of stocks held by Wholesale and 
Retail dealers in coal, builders’ materials and agricultural supplies 
(Minimum List Heading 831) and by dealers in industrial materials 
and machinery (Minimum List Heading 832). At book values, 
stocks held by wholesale distributors rose by £34 million, and stocks 
held by the remainder of the wholesale trades fell by £19 million. 


There is usually a seasonal rise in wholesalers’ stocks in the first 
quarter of the year, and the increase in total stocks at book values is the 
largest since the first quarter of 1957. The increase in the volume of 
stocks is also the largest since the first quarter of 1957. The increase in 
the first quarter combined with the smaller fall in the fourth quarter of 
1959 than in the fourth quarters of 1957 and 1958 tend to confirm 
the suggestion that stock building in the wholesale trades is being 
continued 


Retailers’ Stocks 

Retailers’ stocks, which are the subject of separate articles, showed a 
substantial increase in the first quarter of 1960. Details of the changes 
during the period are given in the Board of Trade Journal of May 20, 
1960 (page 1094).

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Retail Stocks in May 


RETAIL STOCKS continued at a high level in May. The value at the 
end of the month was as much as 10 per cent. higher than a year 
earlier, which compares with similar increases at the end of March 
and April but smaller increases, of 5 per cent. and 7 per cent., at the 
end of January and February. 


After allowing for seasonal factors the underlying trend, which had 
risen sharply in March and had been maintained at the higher level in 
April, showed a further upward tendency in May. The increase in May 
y year earlier was again widely spread among all the main categories 
of shop.

Retail Sales in Northern Ireland 


STATISTICS prepared by the Ministry of Commerce how that the 
total value of sales in Northern Ireland in May was at the same level 
as in May of last year, when sales included the whole of the Whitsun 
trade. The value of sales in April (which this year included Easter 
buying), had been 2 per cent. up on a year earlier, but in the first 
quarter there had been no change. 


Sales in May by household goods shops (reflecting the hire-purchase 
restrictions introduced at the end of April), were 3 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier, after showing increases of 6 per cent. in April and 
4 per cent. in the first quarter. Sales by food shops recovered in May, 
after the ending of the bakers’ strike.

THE THREE tables below show indices of quantities of unconverted 
paper and board held as stock by makers, merchants, printers and 
converters at the end of March and selected earlier dates. 

Compared with a year earlier total stocks (Table 1) of board have 
risen by 2 per cent. and packings and wrappings by 9 per cent., both 
increases being concentrated at the merchant and converter stage 
(Table 3) which show rises of 7 and 15 per cent. respectively. Stocks 
of board at the mills (Table 2) show a decrease of 10 per cent. com- 


pared with a year earlier and are at their lowest level since the end of 


1958. Total stocks of printings and writings (Table 1) have dropped by 
6 per cent. compared with a year earlier and this drop is reflected 


both in mill stocks (Table 2) and merchants and converters’ stocks 


(Table 3) which have decreased by 11 and 2 per cent. respectively.

Output of the Wool Textile Industry in May 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in May 
was 6 per cent. more than in May, 1959, but this increase can be 
attributed to reduced production in May last year owing to the 
Whitsun holiday. 

According to the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics the daily rate 
of consumption of wool in May was 6 per cent. less than a year ago 
but the rate of delivery of worsted yarn 1 per cent. more. The rate of 
delivery of woven fabrics (excluding blankets), though slightly higher 
than in April, was 8 per cent. lower than a year ago.

Glossary of Terms in Electronics 


The 2,700 definitions in this 350-page volume (B.S. 204:1960) 
represent a decade’s work on the part of one of B.S.I’s many com- 
mittees. The standard brings together all the terms previously dealt 
with in the 1943 edition and the various supplements published 
between 1948 and 1951. Throughout its preparation, account was 
taken of parallel international work having a bearing on important 
sections of the glossary. 

The glossary contains many new terms and definitions; and — 
where necessary to reflect technical developments and changes in 
usage - many of the definitions have been extensively revised. 
Deprecated terms are indicated in a distinctive typeface, as are obsolete 
terms. 


A clue to the wide scope of the new B.S. 204 is given by the follow- 
ing list of the main section headings: general; telecommunication 
components; telecommunication circuits; radio terminal equipment; 
propagation and media; classification of radio waves and trans- 
missions; services; inductive co-ordination. 


Since the previous edition of B.S. 204, advances have been made 
in international work in a similar field. The International Tele- 
communication Union has published a list of telegraphy and telephony 
terms in French and English, and the International Electrotechnical 
Commission has made progress in preparing chapters of the Second 
Edition International Electrotechnical Vocabulary on telegraphy and 





Output of the Cotton Industry in May 


THE VOLUME OF production in the cotton industry in May was 
5 per cent. more than a year earlier, but this increase can be attributed 
to the Whitsun holiday which fell in May last year. 

Statistics issued by the Cotton Board show that the yardage of 
cloth woven in the industry during the first five months of this year 
was 3 per cent. more than a year earlier. The daily rate of output of 
single yarn in May was 2 per cent. less and doubled yarn 11 per cent. 
more than in the corresponding month last year. During January 
to May output of single yarn was 5 per cent. and of doubled yarn

Cleanliness of Fillings 


First published 12 years ago, B.S. 1425 has now been completely 
revised and re-written. After the issue of the 1951 edition, the Rag 
Flock and Other Filling Materials Act 1951 was passed. Limits of 
cleanliness for materials prescribed in that Act and tests for determin- 
ing the limits were laid down in the Rag Flock and Other Filling 
Materials Regulations 1951 (S.I. 1951, No. 1846). This was later 
amended by the Rag Flock and Other Filling Materials Regulations 
1954 (S.I. 1954, No. 985). It is now understood that revised Regula- 
tions will follow the publication of B.S. 1425:1960. 


Synopsis of Standard 


Provisions common to all parts of the specification, including the 
requirement that all materials shall bear the B.S.I. ‘Kite mark,’ 
are given in Section 1. There is also a summary of the quantitative 
test requirements for each type of filling. Section 2 gives detailed 
specifications for manufacturing processes and for the relevant 
cleanliness tests. 


Two new parts have been added. They cover mixtures of acrylic 
fibre with new down, and layered bonded acetate fibres. The ‘residuals’ 
part (formerly part 16) covering all filling materials other than those 
specifically dealt with in other parts, has been re-numbered to allow 
for the addition of new parts for other particular fillings. It is recog- 
nized that changes are constantly occurring in the field of filling 
materials and that it will be necessary to add new parts from time to 
time; several of them are already being drafted or are under discussion. 


The appendices to the standard deal with: methods of sampling, 
determination of dry matter, cleanliness test, determination of oil 
and soap, animal fibre content, trash content, chlorine as soluble 
chlorides, dust index, proportions of cotton in mixtures of cotton 
with kapok and with man-made fibres, dross content of feathers and 
down, proportions of down in mixtures of down with man-made 
fibres, solubility in acetone, and identification of various man-made 
fibres.

THE BOARD OF TRADE announce the following quota arrangements 
for the 1960-61 season for imports of fruit and fruit products which are 
still subject to licensing control from the Dollar Area: 


(a) Canned deciduous fruit: The quota, which applies to all 
types of canned fruit, other than apples, pineapples and citrus, 
will be £4,200,000 c.1.f. for the twelve months commencing 
September 1, 1960, compared with £3,200,000 c.i.f. for the 
corresponding period in 1959-60. (The text of a Notice to 
Importers setting out the licensing arrangements for this 
quota is given below). 

(b) Canned pineapple: The quota for imports of canned pine- 
apple for the twelve months commencing February 1, 1961, 
will be £175,000 c.i.f., compared with a quota of £135,000 
c.i.f. for the corresponding period 1960-61. 

(c) Canned grapefruit: The quota for canned grapefruit will be 
£450,000 c.1.f. for the twelve months commencing October 1, 
1960, i.e. at the same level as for the corresponding period 
1959-60. 

(d) Grapefruit juice and orange juice: The quota for these 
juices will be £300,000 for the twelve months commencing 
October 1, 1960, i.e. at the same level as for the correspond- 
ing period 1959-60. 

(e) Fresh bananas: The quota for fresh bananas will be 4,000 
tons for the twelve months commencing September 1, 1960, 
i.e. at the same level as for the corresponding period 1959-60. 


Details of the licensing arrangements for imports under the quotas 
listed at (b) to (e) above will be issued later. The Board of Trade also 
announce that applications to import wine, beer, and gin from the 
Dollar Area will in future be considered sympathetically, although 
formal quotas are not being established. 


Notes: 


(1) Separate notices have already been issued about the import of 
fresh apples, fresh pears, and canned and bottled apples. Fresh fruit, 
other than apples, pears, grapefruit and bananas, may be imported 
from the Dollar Area without licensing restrictions. 


(2) Imports of the commodities described are on Open General 
Licence from the Sterling and Relaxation Areas; the commodities 
are still subject to licensing control from Japan and from the countries 
of the Eastern Area. 


(3) Australia and South Africa are the principal suppliers of canned 
deciduous fruit to the United Kingdom market; Malaya and Singa- 
pore are among the principal suppliers of canned pineapple. 


(4) There is a tariff of between 10 and 15 per cent. on foreign 
imports of canned fruit (plus 1} per cent. sugar duty). 


Imports of Canned Deciduous Fruit 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce by Notice to Importers No. 945, 
dated July 13, 1960, that the quota for imports of canned deciduous 
fruit from the Dollar Area for the period from September 1, 1960, 
to August 31, 1961, will be £4,200,000 c.i.f. The quota will apply to 
all types of canned fruit other than apples, pineapples and citrus. 


Applications to import under this quota are invited from traders 
who held licences under the 1959-60 arrangements (Notice to Im- 
porters No. 903) or under the 1958-59 arrangements (Notices Nos. 
847 and 869). 


In the first instance, licences will be issued to applicants for 75 per 
cent. of the value of their 1959-60 licences, or of their 1958-59 licences, 
whichever is the greater, with a minimum of £1,000.

They should be accompanied 
by statements showing the applicant's interest in the trade and the 
grounds on which they claim a share of the quota. 

Current licences expire August 31, 1960, and wall not be extended.

Prices of Basic Materials Steady in Second Quarter 


‘THE WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX for basic materials and fuel used 
in manufacturing industry as a whole shows no change compared with 
the latest estimates for May and has now been steady since March. 
Imported softwood and raw cotton continue their upward trend, but 
there have been falls in lead, zinc, copra and rubber. The gradual rise 
in the indices for construction and house-building materials which 
has been t since last September continues, owing to price 
increases of softwood and many other constituent items. The June 
estimate and revised May index for the mechanical engineering 
industries also show that the upward shift since mid-1959 in the 


average price level of purchased materials and fuel continued in the 
second quarter of this year. 

As the index numbers of Table 2 show, prices of manufactured 
products continued their gradual upward trend in the second quarter 
of 1960. The price index of all manufactured products shows a slight 
increase in June, the higher costs of timber products and furniture 
being the chief cause. There have also been increases in some food 
products, cotton yarn and cotton cloth, bedding and linoleum, but a 
fall in the prices of vegetable oils and fats has resulted in a slight 
lowering of the index for chemical and allied industries.

Notes on Index Numbers of Wholesale Prices — 1954 = 100 


(1) The index numbers are calculated from the price movements of 
some 7,000 closely defined materials and products representative of 
goods purchased and manufactured by United Kingdom industry. 
The index for an individual commodity is its current home market 
price expressed as a percentage of its annual average home market 
price in 1954. In compiling indices for groups of commodities these 
percentages are combined in proportion to the value of purchases or 
sales of the individual commodities in 1954. The proportions have been 
derived from the Census of Production, short-term statistics of 
production, the Trade and Navigation Accounts, information supplied 
by trade associations and from various other sources. 

(2) Commodity price index numbers are combined into the index 
numbers of materials purchased by and output of broad sectors of 
industry in Tables 1 and 2. Net weights are used to combine the 
commodity index numbers into sector indices; that is, the sector 
indices exclude sales by one undertaking to another within the same 
sector. The indices of materials purchased by industry include 
imported materials, and where it is possible to do so the indices of 
output of broad sectors of industry take account of the movement in 
export prices. Information about export prices is less reliable than 
information about home market prices, and hence the sector indices 
of total sales including exports are less reliable than the indices of 
home market sales. 

(3) Commodity indices covering United Kingdom manufactures 
in general relate to a ‘principal product’ (or a group of principal 
products) of aii industry as defined in the Census of Production; the 
weights used in compiling the indices include the value of sales of 
the principal products of an industry by undertakings classified to 
other Census industries. For each of the sectors of industry for which 
indices are published in Table 2, sales of principal products correspond 
very closely to total sales of the sector. 

(4) In determining the weights used in calculating indices which 
combine the price movements of several materials or products, the 
value of goods for which no price series are available is imputed to 


prices series which may be expected to move similarly. 

(5) As far as possible ‘delivered’ prices are used in compiling the 
indices of materials purchased by industry; ‘ex-works’ prices are 
used in compiling the indices of commodities produced in the United 
Kingdom, unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in 
which case ‘delivered’ prices are used.

Commodity index numbers are revised to take account 
of errors or very late notification of price changes, but unless these 
revisions are exceptionally important they are not carried through to

(8) The series of wholesale price index numbers based on 1954= 
100 was introduced in the Board of Trade Journal on March 21, 1958; 
previously the index numbers were based on June 30, 1949 = 100. 
In February 1959, the index numbers were revised in accordance with 
the Standard Industrial Classification 1958 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, February 13, 1959). In particular, the index numbers relating 
to materials used in and output of manufacturing industry were 
extended to include industries making fuel, food and tobacco products, 
and the index numbers relating to materials used in broad sectors of 
industry were extended to include fuels used.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 
Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Wednesday July 6 


Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade, was asked 
whether H.M. caceeees woul wpe nett in the next mosting of the 
SN ee ee experts on wines and spirits, 
which was expected to discuss regulations relating to the production 
and commerce of spirits that might directly affect British exports of 
whisky and gin. In y Mr. Maudling said, ‘No. As I understand the 
Committee’s terms of reference, its main task will be to arrange an 
agreement on methods of production, protection of trade names and 
the structure and operation of the bodies which would administer the 
agreement. Our system of trade names — including their use as indica- 
tions of origin — is based upon the Merchandise Marks Acts, 1887-1953 
and is fundamentally different from that prevailing in some continental 
countries; I do not, therefore, consider that we can make any useful 
contribution to this aspect of the Committee’s work.’ 


Thursday July 7 


Russian Achievements in Automation 


A member asked the President if in view of the information regard- 
ing Russian achievements in automation which had been obtained by 
the Western experts attending the Moscow exhibition of British 
scientific instruments organized by the Scientific Instruments Manu- 
facturers of Great Britain, he would appoint a technical committee to 
advise H.M. Government why development in this country had fallen 
behind, and what should be done for Great Britain to catch up the 
Soviet lead. 


In reply, Mr. Maudling said, No. The information we had about 
Russian achievements suggested that the U. S.S.R. may be ahead of us 
in some applications of automation and behind in others. The Moscow 
Exhibition had been a great success and the organizers would be 
discussing the results and any fresh information they may have gained 


with his officials. 


Friday July 8

Tuesday July 12 


East-West Trade Increase 


The President was asked what was his latest estimate of the pros- 
pects for an increase in east-west trade. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll replied that our total direct trade with the countries 
concerned increased by 15 per cent. in 1959 as compared with 1958 
and by 43 per cent. in the first five months of 1960 as compared with 
the same period of 1959. He hoped that the trend would continue 
to be favourable but could not give a quantitative estimate of the 
possible increase. 


GATT Council Members 


A Member asked the President who were the members of the Council 
of General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade; what was the extent of 
the increase of the secretariat agreed to at Geneva by the contracting 
parties thereto; and what additional contribution was to be paid by 
the United Kingdom as a result of decisions made at this Geneva 
meeting. 

Mr. F. J. Erroll replied that as there were 29 members of the 
Council, he would circulate the list of names in the Official Report. 
He added that the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement 
had approved in principle that the Secretariat should be enlarged 
but they had not yet examined precise proposals on this subject or 
decided what additional contributions individual countries should 
be invited to make.

The President was asked if he was aware that there were now in 
Scotland representatives of the Government of Canada for the purpose 
of developing Scottish trade with Canada; and if he would make a 
detailed statement of his conversations with them and the progress 
made towards reciprocal trade between Scotland and Canada. 


Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, replied that the Board of Trade 
Office for Scotland was in touch with the Trade Commissioner 
and hoped to work closely with him on all matters concerning the 
promotion of trade between Scotland and Canada. 


Exhibiting Livestock Overseas 


A Member asked the President if he would give financial assistance 
to breed societies or rearers of pedigree livestock so that they could 
participate in overseas agricultural exhibitions with the object of 
promoting the sale of pedigree British livestock. 

Mr. F. J. Erroll replied that the President was always ready to 
consider requests from industries to supplement their own efforts 
in staging collective exhibits at overseas exhibitions.

Inquiry Into Cost and Profit Margins 


NOTICE WAS GIVEN in the Board of Trade Journal of December 4, 
1959 (page 931), of the appointment of a Commission of Inquiry 
into the cost and profit margins in respect of agricultural implements 
and the components and spare parts thereof. 


The terms of reference of the Commission are to investigate and 
report on: 

(i) the effectiveness with which agricultural implements and the com- 
ponents and spare parts thereof are being produced, assembled and 
distributed in the Union; 

(ii) the profit margins that are applicable to the local production, 
assembly and distribution thereof; and 

(iii) the best means by which, where possible, a reduction in the cost 

thereof could be effected. 

The Commission will, in the course of the second half of 1960, 
receive evidence from persons, business undertakings, organizations 
and others regarding matters falling within the scope of its terms of 
reference. Opportunity to do so will be given in Pretoria, Bloem- 
fontein, Cape Town, Port Elizabeth and Durban. The dates on which 
the Commission will receive oral evidence at the various centres will be 
fixed later. 


The Commission desires, however, that the giving of oral evidence 
should be preceded by the submission of a memorandum, which 
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should be made available in tenfold. All interested parties who wish 
to give oral evidence are requested to communicate with the Secretary 
of the Commission of Inquiry on Agricultural Implements, c/o 
Department of Commerce and Industries, Private Bag 84, Pretoria, 
before July 31, 1960, in order to make the necessary arrangements.

(a) Proposed investment total is Rs. 10,200 crores (£7,650 million) 


compared with Rs. 6,750 crores (£5,062 million) in Second 
Plan. 


(b) This is split into Rs. 6,200 crores (£4,650 million) for Public 
Sector and Rs. 4,000 crores (£3,000 million) for Private Sector. 


(c) Foreign exchange needed for the Plan is given as of the order 
of Rs. 2,100 crores (£1,575 million). In addition, there is an 
estimated balance of payments deficit of Rs. 500 crores 
(£375 million) due entirely to debit servicing giving a 
total requirement of foreign aid of Rs. 2,600 crores (£1,950 
million). Food import needs met by Public Loan 480 Commodity 
Assistance are excluded from the above figures.
